Young \Teacher Pupil. 

The young woman hed school in 
Poland for two years. Gianini was one of 
her most troublesome pupils.

He sought out his former teacher, told her 
he intended to do better and importuned 
her to visit his parenta, who are reputable 
and well to do, to explain how he might be 
reiristated in the school.

Women of the United States De- 
scribed by Bessie Van Vorst as 
Cold, Pacific and Conscientious 
—Passion Is Excluded.

PARIS, March 28.—Bessie Van Vorst has 
contributed several articles to the Gaulois 
on the failure of feminism in the United 
States. She describes the women on the 
other side of the Atlantic as cold, pacific, and 
conscientious. 

She says they have elaborated a program 
from which passion is excluded. Their creed 
is totally opposite to that of their English 
sisters, who employ violerice to obtain a 
modification of their laws for their benefit. 

On the other hand, American women seek 
to transform in a radice! manner the attitude 
of man toward woman. 

Personal Charm Not a Factor. 

Referring to the American office woman, 
Miss Van Vorst denies that the welcome she 
receives is due to her personal charm, say- 
ing that men in Wall street often prefer to 
have as their women employés those who 
have been less favored than others ip the 
matter of looks. 

She says that it ie due to a woman's lack 
of initiative and her contentment that she 
remains in the same employment while the 
men indulge in ambitions and seek to rise in 
the world. 

American feminists, Miss Van Vorst says, 
are not satisfied with maintaining that men 
and women ate equals, which could be 
argued, but declare they are similar, which is 
untrue. 

Feminist a Reformer. 

Miss Van Vorst says that during the first 
period of the development of the United 
States the feminist has been a fact rather 
than a theory. Almost every humanitarian 
reform in this new country originated ip 
feminine intervention. 

The American woman now confounds 
cause and effect. Exceptional conditions 
have obliged her to undertake new tasks, 
ané because of this she takes herself for a 
new, superior being, even despising some- 
what her male companion. 

When this civilization haps fully ripened, 
Miss Van Vorst says, American family life 
will learn that the best chance for woman’s 
development and life is to’ accept man's pro- 


tection.

, March 28.~The latest naval esti- 
mates, submitted to parliament by Winston 
Churchill, emphasize on the one hand the 
inereasing severity of the struggle for eu- 
premacy in armaments between the great 
powers, and on the other the growing im- 
portance of aviation and the submarine ia 
‘Inciéentally, they raise several interesting 
problems concerning the probable effect of 
the fying machine on naval construction 
and strategy. In many well informed quar- 


ters the opinion seems to be firmly held that | 


the days of the dreadnought as the chief 
factor in naval defense are weil nigh num- 
bered, and that the day of the aeroplane and 
the submarine hab definitely arrived, 

The rapid development of the power end 
range of the submarine is undoubtedly affect+ 
ing the whole theory of naval warfare, based 
heretofore on the number and displacement 
of capital ships. 

Powerful New Submarines. 

The new British submarines, sow in course 
of construction, have a displacement of 1,500 
tons, with an effective striking range of 
about 1,000 miles, and limited to that range 
only by the exigencies of fuel dupply. 

These vesseleg will attain a surface speed 
of ‘about twenty-two knots (equal to that of 
the average battleship) and a submerged 
speed of sixteen; they will carry a large num- 
ber of torpedoes and two quick firing guns. 

Against such submarines, the dreadnought 
must be practically defenseless, except when 
at anchor. Assuming thie to be so, certain 
conclusions are inevitable. 

If battleships in future can only come into 
action beyond the submarine range, that is 
to say, in mid-ocean, if they can no longer 
act effectively in such narrow waters as the 
North sea, the Mediterranean, or the British 
channel, then ell modern strategy of naval 
defense must be revised on completely new 
lines. 


Seaplane Sister of Submarine. 

The seaplane, codperating with the sub- 
marine, has already afded appreciably to 
the latter's power and range of effective 
action. The importante of the combined 
activities of the two arms is recognized and 
emphasized in the latest naval estimates 
by the provision of an entirely new type of 
ship, designed for the special purpose of 
carrying seaplanes. 

The function of this vessel will be to ex- 
tend the seaplane’s range of action, and 
probably to act as a mother ship to sub- 
marines. Concerning this ship the Times 
observes: “ For successful submarine war- 
fare, we must have the mastery of the air. 
The submarine has no eyes, and thus finds 
it difficult to locate ite prey. A wider range 
of vision is what the seaplane can give it, 
but for this purpose the air craft must ao- 
company the submarines to sea. Hence the 
plane carrier, from whieh the airman will 
rise, and by wirelese to the mother ship 
will direct the submarine to its quarry. 
During the maneuvers of last year an at- 
tempt was made to utilise for this purpose 
an old cruiser. Something was learned, but 


} the trial was npt entirely satisfactory. The 


new vessel is a further experiment, and, if 
successful, will soon have sisters. In the 
submarine, piloted by the seaplane, lies the 
unknown factor which may be decisive in the 
naval warfare of the future.” 


Struggle for Sea Power. 

That all the great powers should continue 
feverishly building Dreadnoughts at a time 
when their paramount value is becoming 
daily a matter of increasing doubt, merely 
shows how severe is the pressure behind 
the momentum acquired in the struggle for 
sea power. 

But whatever the doubts may be, until the 
offensive and defensive value of the battle- 
ship has been Getermined by conclusive proof 
(which ig not Mkely to bé attained, save by 
the stern arbitrament of war), it is evidently 
| impossible for England, or any other power, 
to allow a rival nation a potential advantage 
in this type of weapon. 

The construction of capital ships must 
therefore continue, but already the greatly 
increased efficiency of the submarine is hay- 
ing ita visible effect upon all branches of 
naval strategy, compelling the construction 
of strong harbors for the protection of bat:

SWAYS IN CRISIS 


King George and Queen Mary 
Realize That the Very Exist- 
ence of the Monarchy Is Im- 
periled in the Ulster Struggle.

LONDON, March 28.—This week there have

The king and queen are, of course, the foun- 
tain head of society and their attitude in the 
crisis was keenly canvassed by society. It 
may sound strange, but the general belief 
is that the queen's leanings are strongly 
democratic, in the purely English sense of the 
word. One even hears her accused of hav- 
ing socialistic tendencies. 

This is, of course, an exaggeration of the 
truth, which is that Queen Mary recognizes 
the trend of modern politics and does not de- 
sire to antagonize those upon whom that in- 
fluence must work. Her influence with the 
king, as is well known, is great. 


King George a Sailor Man. 

King George is a sailor man with the in- 
stincts and ture tastes of an officer and 
a great landed aristocrat. If he were merely, 
say, an admiral and a landed magnate it is 
safe to say that he would. be more contented 
than he is to be a king. 

One thing seems to be certain and that is 
that Premier Asquith’s pointed and so to 
speak. “dragged in” testimonial to King 
George Wednesday in the house of commons 
as having acted entirely as a constitutional 
monarch was perfectly sincere. 

The radical press has more or less openly 
attacked the king as going beyond what was 
fitting for a constitutional monarch, suggest- 
ing that the premier’s reticence and embar- 
rassment in making his statement about the 
resignations of army officers was due to his 
inability to proclaim that influence had been 
brought to bear on him. 

The Socialist section in their press organs, 
which are few, and their speeches, which are 
many, are receiving greater prominence than 
usual. They bluntly accuse the king of 
working hand tn hand with the recalcitrant 
military officers against the government and 
the people. 

Stirring Election War Ory. 

As @ matter of fact, although the Laborites 

and extreme radicals quickly saw that “ the 


king and the army against the people "’ would [ 


be a atirring election cry when the general 
elections comes, which is now believed wil) 
inevitably occur in July, there is no founda- 
tion in truth for such a cry. 

No one who confers with the sovereign in 
this country on great questions ever, in pop- 
ular parlance, “ gives him away.” Never- 
theless, although it is not made public the 
sovereign’s attitude and general line of pol- 
icy mever can be an entire secret, At the 
same time it is impossible to quote sources of 
information. 

The correspondent can say, however, that 
Premier Asquith's declaration that the king | 
had not swerved from the line befitting » 


Dreadnought,” songs such as “Soldiers of the 
Queen,”’ and a thousand other things show 
that the link between the crown and the 
fighting forces is the strongest link the 
monarchy in this country has with ite sub- 
jects. 

“To Preserve the Throne.” 

Yet even here the king used his influence 
undoubtedly in behalf of his ministers. To 
one great general from Aldershot, who wae 
for paralyaing the government on even 
stronger lines than the officers at the Cur- 
tagh did, the king said: * General, you seem 
to wish to establish an oligarchy in this 
country.” . 

The general, who, like many other English- 
men, coneiders cabinet rule as already an 
oligarchy, replied, just as Sir Edward Careon 
did: * We wish to preserve the throne.” 

The influence of the king prevented whole- 
sale resignations at Alderahot and prevailed 
on the officers from the Curragh camp to 
make terme with the government, and the 
sovereign cannot be blamed for the incred- 
ible weakness and double dealings with 
which the cabinet.and Secretary of War 
Beely brought about the acceptance of the 
terma. 

For these reasons, if the ministershad told 
the whole truth, the ery of “ The king and 
the army against the people,” which is the 
election cry on which many extremists in 
the radical party are willihg to go to the 
country at once, would have to be changed 
20 as to omit the name of the king. 

It ie generally believed that the present 
crisis deeply concerns the very existence of 
the monarchy, not immediately, perhaps, 
but in the not very distant future. 


NEW ATLANTIC FLIGHT PLANS. 


The Zeppelin Works Are Building an 
Air Craft in Germany to Make 
Attempt.

Puzzle of the Infection. 

Wehn, therefore, the flea became thirsty 
again and inserted its ‘‘ pricker ” and man- 
dibles once more into rat or man, how did 
it infect its new host? That was the puzzle, 
and it has baffied the Indian plague research 
commission and many other scientific work- 
ers all over the world for nearly a decade. 

The problem has now been solved by Mr. 
A. W. Bacot, entomologist to the Lister in- 
stitute, and Dr. C. J. Martin, F. R. &., di- 
rector of the institute, who, with an ad- 
visory committee of which he is a member, 


-}-has exercised general control over the work | 


of the commission. 

Many men study insects, but Mr. Racos 
breeds them, and the operation is far more 
delicate and difficult than the management 
"of a stud farm. Fora long time he and Dr. 
Martin studied at the Lister institute the 
mechanism of the transmission of plague by 
fleas. At length they noticed with some sur- 
prise that, though certain plague infected 
fleas sucked vigorously at the shaven ab- 
domen, of rats, no biood entered their 
stomachs. That discovery lied to the golu- 
tion of the mystery. . The way plague was 
actually transmitted in India and elsewhere 
was made clear atlast. — 


How Plague Is Communicated. 

It was found that when plague germs enter 
the stomach: of a flea they soon form solid, 
jéliylike masses of bacteria! culture. A flea, 
like many other insects, has at the opening

The explanation is, not that the latest gen- 
eration of Bombay rates has inherited some 
sort of transmitted immunity, but that sue- 
cessive epidemics have killed off all but the 
rats least susceptible to plague. The sus 
vivors have bred a race less susceptible to 
infection. Possibly in course of time plague 
may thus. die out in India.

ment of a beautiful voice are proper breathing and car- 
riage. Clothing must not be tight or the breathing 
cannot be normal. High, tight collars and high busted, 
tight carsets are the worst offenders in this regard. 
When the body is erect and uncompressed the breathing 
muascios are left free to do their most effective work. 
Unless the muscles which operate the vocal cords have 
free and untrammeled play it is almost impossible tc 
obtain a pleasing effect with the voice. If you vill 
speak a sentence and at the same time place your 
fingers so that they clasp lightly the muscles of your 
throat you will see that they are stiffened. Next, feel 
the chin to discover that the muscles of the floor of the 
mouth, formed by the muscles from the larnyx and the 
tongue, have hardene@. Then touch the cheeks and 
observe that you have brought the muscles of which 
they are composed into operation. 

If you are hard .on your vocal cords you have en- 
listed every muscle below your forehead, Every particle 
of this expenditure of muscle force js not only unneces- 
sary and a complete waste of nervous energy, but a 
dead weight on the tiny muscles and cartilages of the 
vocal apparatus against which they must work. This 
wrong use of the vocal*cords can be overcome with 
diaphragmatic breathing. The resonant quality which 
gives richness to the tones of the volee comes only 
from diaphragmatic breathing. This expands the 
whole lungs, while éheat breathing expands only the 


upper part of the lunga, 

Hold your head erect with hands over the diaphragm 
as in illustfation. Count six while you inhale slowly, 
hold breath while you count six more, then exhale slow- 
ly while you count still another six. Do this tea times, 
twice daily, increasieg later to twenty. 

Cultivate distinct speech. anything is worth say- 
ing it is worth saying well, clearly, and distinctly. In 
cultivating a soft tone to a voice avoid any tone of 
wéakness, for “soft and clear” does not mean “ weak 
and indistinct.” I know persons who seem te speak 

with fear of being heard, so that every sentence ‘hae to 
be repeated. Repetition is death to good conversation. 
Other persons lose their voices entirely on certain ooce- 
sions when highly excited or frightened. These faults 
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may be overcome with some forethought and attention. 

Perhaps the commonest defect in a woman’s voice is 
pitehing it too high. This is usually accompanied by 
a nervous tension which holds the muscles of the throat 
taut and strained. It is not the high pitched nor the 
loudest toned voice that is heard the farthest. A soft, 
clear voice carries farther than the most strident tones. 
Listen to a number of girls talking at the same time. 
Notice them at an afternoon tea. Most of the voices 


are shrill, high pitched, and strained. Other faults of 


speech will be noticed plainly. The utterance is rapid, 
the words are clipped, and the pronunciation is often 
faulty. Slang, too, and extravagant speech are most 
common. Girls who are a trifie hungry are “starved 
to death.” Other girls are “ fearfully tired,” “horribly 
glad,” “boiling mad,” and so on. 

Drop slang, drop provincialisms and mispronuncia- 
tions. It ig mot necessary to be affected in order to ob- 
tain purity of speech. But it is one of the greatest at- 
tractions 6f a well bred woman. There are people who 
judge a woman almost entirely by her voice and speech. 
And, indeed, it is an excellent index of character and 
breeding. 

Biocution lessons afte valuable. Singing is one of the 
best beauty exercises Known. It develops chest and 
lungs and assures a clear, well modulated, musical 
voice. Women who make singing a profession in- 
variably bave beautiful necks aid throats without 
unsightly hollows. It ig because they have to supply 
an ample quantity of fresh air in order to vocalize, 
an@ as a result the whole system feels the benefit. 
Even though you never expect to be a singer, singing 
lessons are most beneficial. 

Some women are subject to hoarseness and make no 
attempt to cure the defect. They rather cultivate the 
hoarse, com tone. If they realized how un- 
pleasant it is to listeners I am sure they would resort 
to some treatment for their misfortune. A doctor told 
me this loéal hoarséness could be cured by taking two 
Turkish baths @ week fora while, Other women whine

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Alr laden with tmpurities, such as smoke and dust, 
passing through the narrow passage formed by the 
vocal cords, leaves its deleterious impress upon them. 
Dust may be avoided largely by the use of damp cloths 
when dusting and damp brooms when sweeping. A cold 
will destroy the quality of the voice quicker perhaps 
than anything known excepting drink. One should not 
be overwhimsical about drafts, but it is true they are 
injurious to the vecal cords. Overheated rooms ar, 
fatal to public speakers. Ten minutes in an overheated 
room will thicken the throat and weaken the voice of 
a giant. A medium tone should be used when one is 
obliged to speak for a long time and the throat 
relaxing, deep breathing exercises should be practiced 
faithfully by public speakers. 

To force your voice when you are indisposed will 
weaken the whole system and hoarseness will be fol- 
lowed by inflammation and chronic sore throat. Trying 
to make oneself heard above noises of the street, train, 
restaurant, or automobile has a tendency to coarsen the 
delicate tones of the speaking voice, as well as being 
hard on the listener. 

Giving way to fits of anger has 6 direct physical 
effect up the vocal organs. Look at a woman in « 
fit of passion. The blood is arrested in her face. It 
flushes to her brain in profusion. The hand trembles, 
showing the disturbed nervous condition. The face 
becomes distorted. It follows that when such physical 
abnormality is the immediate result of quick anger and 
harsh words the temper should be guarded and & sen- 
tine] should be placed at the gateway of words. 

It is almost impossible, unless we yon al wort em 
to speak in a generally cheer ne whe 
feeling depressed or ill. The voice naturally falls into 
a minor key and expresses itself in plaintive tones.

I have found it most convenient in cal- 
culation to make up twenty ounces of food 
at a time. With a cream dipper remove the 
entire sixteen ounces [the required 7 per cent 
top milk]. Don’t make the mistake of tak- 
ing from the top of the bottle only the num- 
ber of ounces needed in the formula. In 
each twenty ounces there will be required 
one ounce of milk sugar and one ounce of 
lime water. The rest of the food will be 
made up of boiled water. 

It is necessary to make the food weak at 
first and gradually increase its strength.

Cut a shaped 
band for the neck three and a half inches 
deep in the middle front and back and slashed 
to form tabs. The m‘ddle one is about half 
the width of the neck opening and an inch 
and a quarter deep, then cut out ¢ horizontal 
line to each side of this center tab, ending 
slightly beyond the width of the neck square, 
where another vertical slash of three-quar- 
ters of an inch is made, a horizontal one of 
an inch, and from there the trimming is 
aloped over the shoulder to meet similar cuts 
at the back of the neck. 

This banding is cut just the shape se the 
neck, opening at the top and joined to it by 
élip stitching, or is basted in a seam with the 
facing, which is later tyrned and hemmed 
down. The bottom is turned up a quarter 
inch, carefully basted to the frock, and 
stitched by machine or slip stitched closely. 

The sleeve is trimmed with. similarly 
squared bands, the shaped piece being an 
inch wide strip on the inside of the arm, the 
deepest tab, which is two inches high, com- 


ing on the outside of the sleeve. For the’ 


belt cut a straight band three inches wide 
front and back, save under the arms, where 
there is a deep squared tab five inches wide 
and nine or ten inches deep. This peplum 
shaped belt is placed well up under the arms 
and stitched or tacked in place. Experiment 
with paper until the right shape is had.

Here isa 
new operetta. written originally by: Frans 
Lehar and Victor Leon, who were responsi- 
bie for“ The Merry Widow," and Englished 
in this instance, by Carolyn Wells, who writes 
cleverly for inn&merable magasines. 

It has one waltz song that is likely to be 
more oriess popular, called *‘When the Heart 
Is Young,”’.and most of its ecoreis pleasantly 
tuneful, but the story is little more then 
conventional farce and the dialogue common- 
place. 

The hero is, according to the favorite for- 
mula of Mr. Savage, a United States nava! 
officer. While he is cruising in the well. 
known A®gean sea he happens upon a Greek 
princess, who, being none other than Cecil 
Cunningham, weats neither too many nor 
too few clothes to attract him. He would 
marry the princess, and takes his battleship 
into port to tell her eo. Her brother, the 

prince, however, ts opposed to so foolish a 
foreign alliance and agrees to it on but one 
condition.

If the naval officer will while he is in Greece 
capture a certain noted bandit who has for 
some years been conducting a profitable ran- 
som business in the mountains pictured on 
the back drop, then will the prince agree to 
his marrying the princess. Otherwise no. 
And a thousand times no. This is more or 
less a joke on the prince’s part. Because, 
whether you have guessed it or not, he him- 
self is the bandit! He leade a double or 
second act life. 

The naval officer invades the mountains 
and is captured by the disguised prince, who 
laughs tunefully when he is tied to the rocks.

Three days 
later they are discovered in a small country 
town hotel, ideally happy but literally broke: 
The amazing discovery—that neither of them 
has a cent—is rather trying on both, each 
accusing the other of e nasty conspiracy.

To return once more to the attack, why is 
it that Joseph Conrad is not popular? I can 
gee at once, I think, why my companion at 
the bookstore had merely a hasy notion that 
he was a writer of “ sea stuff.” For what- 
ever else Conrad may be, he is never pretty, 


or sweet, or sentimental, or “inapiring ” in - 


the usual sense of that abused word. There 
is little of woman kind in his books. The 
sea as he knows it is altogether too fierce, 
too elemental a matter for fiirtations and 
amorous adventure. It is of the basic fabric 
of pitiless life outside the play of sex. And 
women readers, as a rule, do not like to have 


“their sex left altogether out of the picture. 


Even his men are rendered not heroically or 
marriageably—they are not of the football 
type—but are plain, rude, elemental cree- 
tures, engaged in the serious struggle with 
existence, often commonplace to the casual 
eye, dull conversationally, and utterly lack- 
ing in social adaptability. 
No, there is nothing superficially 
ing” in Conrad’s picture of life and its end- 
less journeyings, Men, too, might find him 
stiff reading, because he seems to care less 
for the bustle of adventure for its own sake 
than for the causes that stir beneath the 
surface of life. There is “doting” a-pilenty 
in any of hie tales, but it is action with a 
deep meaning, which requires on the part of 
the reader a mind alert to life and its higher 
laws. 


~- 

Conrad is a master of realization. To read 
his words about @ situation ig to live vicari- 
ously through that experience itecif, not on 
the surface, but within ite inner meaning, its 
spiritual significance. The reader dwells in 
the slow brain of the full captain all through 
the readful moments of his fight with the 
typhoon. He lives through the degradation 
of Kurtz in the tropical jungle, as well as 
with the leaping courage of the young mate 
on the doomed Judith. They are mostly ele- 
mental struggies with elemental things that 
interest Conrad, a1.1 his business with them 
is not with their fleeting outside, but with 
their inner, human hearst. To be able to 
realize anything in life thoroughly ie per- 
heaps enough to place a writer among the 
masters, but to be able to go to the heart of 
primary things like the sea, the jungle, fear 
and horror and sain, to tell us what simple 
men think and feel about such experiences, 
that surely is to walk with the great ones. 
I shall come back to Joseph Conrad again, 
for there are other reasons why he is prised 
by those who look to books for something 
more than relaxation. 

Meanwhile it is comforting to thing that

But nothing could 
be more different from Meunier. 

The French interiors which Mr. Gay chiefly 
loves to paint have never a person in them, 
but usually one’s imagination places a be- 
wigged and crinolined marquise on their 
Louis XVI. chairs. The artist has developed 
a delicately adequate style; each picture has 
beauty of tone, tasteful arrangement, care- 
fully modulated values—all discreet perfec- 
tions. One might wish that he would pass on 
to the future room portraits characteristic 
of his own period and country, but the spirit 
of his art is perhaps more at home in these 
eighteenth century rooms. In fact, he is 
an eighteenth century man, who, finding 
himeelf out of place in the modern world, 
retires into the past, like Fanny's beruffied 
father in Bernard Shaw's play. 

The “ Large Interior,”’ No. 19, is one of the 
most accomplished; alse the “* Villa Syivia “ 
and the “ Quirini Stampagiia.” But for me 
the “ Fantaisie Chinoise”’ has the strongest 
charm, with its quaint old god and its bril- 
Mant birds. 


~~ 

Modern scientific criticism is rearranging 
and recataloguing many departments of the 
art of the past. A new exactitude is made 
possible by the ease of travel, by archso- 
logical and historic investigations, by the 
camera, the microscope, and other tools of 
science, and by the modern habit of scien- 
tifle accuracy. Of course, as the readjust- 
ment goes on, experts disagree more or less, 
but the general result is great increase of 
knowledge.: 

One detall is the discovery of new “old 
masters "’—painters hitherto anonymous. 
Pictures long listed as unknown, or as be- 
longing to some school, are given a definite 
attribution by research among documents or 
by comparison with works of proved authen- 
ticity, or some critic explores some remote 
Italian or German or Persian village and 
reports his find. 

In the last Burlington Magasine, which 
hae just arrived from London, Oevald Siren 
thus describes and photographs some late 
Gothic frescoes. of extreme beauty which he 
found in the little Tuscan ‘village of Figline, 
halfway between Florence and Arezzo. 

Here in an ancient church called the Miseri- 
cordia the early fifteenth century artist who 
wae probably a pupil of Lorenzo Monaco, 
painted a wonderful series of Gothic deco- 
rations :in which the aim was not a “ lifelike 
presentment of the human form, but rather 
the symbolical expression of strong dra- 
matic feeling, particularly conspicuous in the 
flowing rhythms of the long curved lines.” 

The author calls thie obscure painter of a 
great age “a poet of line,” and ascribes 
to him a number of anonymous madonnas in 
various museums and private collections, 
among them one-belonging to J. G. Johnson 
of Philadelphia.

Another department of art which is being 
rearranged is Chinese pottery and porceiain. 
Until a few years ago occidental knowledge 
of thie subject rarely antedated wares of 
the Ch’ing or Manehu dynasty, or of the 
later Ming emperors... Of late, however, it 
is possible t6 KIVé in New York an oriental 
ceramic éxhibition in'which the Chinese eec- 
tion is Umited to Sung and Yuan wares, and 
even T’ang specimens are being dug up and 
exported. Sung and Yuan potteries some- 
times formed part of nineteenth century 
collections, but their age was not recog- 
nized. During the last five years expert 
knowledge has increased rapidly. 

The New York exhibition, which was ar- 
ranged by the Japanese society, consists of 
872 precious pieces, but form the collections 
of Charles L. Freer, Samuel T. Peters, Hogr- 
ard Mansfield, D. T. R. Ushikubo, and others. 
It is limited to Chinese, Japanese, and Ce- 
rean wares. :

association. Frank X., Mudd, chairman of 
the touring. committee, said last week ‘that 
the incoming: ‘queries warranted his making 
‘a statement that’ all interstate touring rec- 
ords would be broken. | 

In preparing for a comprehensive transcon- 
tinental service the touring department of 
the national organization of automobilists 
has added to its material until there are now 
available three complete routes, with a fourth 
to be added in the spring of 1915. Of these 
the Overland trail ie for about 95 per cent 
of the way the route of the Lincoln highway, 
which will attract a large amount of the cross 


country travel. 


The fourth new route will start east from 
Los Angeles and ia by far the longest of the 
cross country lines, being via Yuma, Phoenix, 
El Paso, Fort Worth, Dallas, Texarkana, 
Little Rock, Memphis, Naahville, Knoxville, 
Asheville, Greensboro, Richmond, Washing- 
ton, Baltimore, and Philadelphia to New 
York. This’ ntinentali route will be 
available throughout the year, Very little 
difficulty was experienced in its framing, as 
long stretches of good natural roads were 
found in Arizona, New Mexico, and Texas. 
In fact, the one great problem of the A. A. A. 
pathfinder was to select the “ ohe best way’ 
from the number of options offered at several 
points, notably east of Phoenix. For the first 
time the southwestern and gulf states will be 
placed on a through line across lower Ari- 
zona, New Mexico, and Upper Texas. 

The pioneer big route between Chicago and 
the Pacific coast was the “ Trail to Sunset.” 
This quickly made clear that for the San 
Francisco and San Diego exhibitions in 1915 
there would bea great call for other routes. 
reaching the Pacific northwest as well as 
central and southern California. It was 
therefore decided by the A. A. A. in theearly 
summer of 1912 to undertake the mapping 
of three complete lines in one season. 

Starting in June the northern route through 
Albany, Buffalo, Cleveland, Chicago, 8t. 
Paul, Minneapolis, Fargo, Bismarck, Butte, 
Missoula, and Spokane to Seattle was cov- 
ered. The “ Northwest trail ’’ was the first 
to give details across the continent by the 
northern route, and to supply specific infor- 
mation, including mileages, for reaching Yel- 
lowstone park from the north or Glacier park 
from the south. Equally complete notes were 
then taken from Seattle through Tacoma, 
Portland, and Sacramento, to San Francisco. 

Immediately afterward the Overland trail 
was traveled from San Francisco through 
Sacramento, Carson City, Reno, Salt Lake 
City, Cheyenne, Omaha, Chicago, Cleveland, 
Erie, Jamestown, Elmira, Binghamton, and 
Kingston to New York. 

The third line was laid down to Los Angeles 
via Philadelphia, Harrisburg, Pittsburgh, Co- 
lumbuas, Indianapolis, St. Louis, Kansas City- 
Denver, Salt Lake City, Ely, and Goldfield. 
No date has been set for the publication of 
these notes, due principally to road condi- 
tions in westetn Colorado and eastern Utah, 
which will doubtless be improved before the 
spring of 1915.

The Gardener at Work. 


LOWERS appearing year after year with 

friendly fi@elity, give character to many his- 

toric gardens. They adjust themselves to 

conditions and follow the seasons in com- 

pany with the wild flowers outside the wails. 
They are the rosy peonies,-the royal iris, the scarlet 
ortenta!l poppies, and coral columbine. the nodding 
foxgioves, and graceful larkspur, the richly toned 
sweet williams, and purple and white asters which 
firmly rooted increase their families and are named 
in the ‘catalogues as perennials. In the list given 
the procession of blossoms begins with the early 
summer and continues until the frost calls the 
last starry aster away. 

An amateur gardener taking a strange plot of, 
ground should look, first of all. for the perennials. 
If some experienced hand has planted strong 
stands of peonies or bleeding hearts. or another 
early spring pliant of this order, the buds of young 
growth will show above ground as soon as the 
grass is green. Perennials are sturdy and need

a simpler way would be to read the clock 
time directly from the dial by noting where 
the shadow of the stylus or gnomen points 
to one side or other of the north and south 
line, and marking it there. 

During the latter part ‘of April and May 
clock time would be two to five minutes faster 
than sun time; in August that much slower, 
and from September to December you would 
run fast from one to sixteen minutes, and 
from January to April slow by fifteen to two 
minutes. The four timesin a year when clock 
and sun. time agree are at the instant of 
farthest and least distance of the sun from 
the earth, the “ solstices,"" summer and 
winter, and “* equinoxes,”’ spring and autum- 
nal, when storms are popularly but er- 
odd times when not farming. 

Equinox means equal nights and days, both 
having the same twelve hours. The sun at 
such moments “* crosses the line,”’ and though 
changes occur in the temperature of earth air 
and sea likely to bring stormy weather about 
that time, if you keep careful records you 
will see that bad weather may come a week 
or month sooner or later, and sOme years 
closer to the equinoctial periods. 

As the sun at noon is higher overhead dur- 
ing our summer than it is in the winter, the 


length of the shadow made by a five inch pen- 
cil upright on a flat-surface in August would 
be about two and a half inches in our lati- 
tude, and: much longer than the pencil dur- 
ing winter time till after Christmas, when the 
sun climbs toward the north again and short- 
ens noon shadows. 

Where these shadow points cross one an- 
other marks may be made on each side of 
the noon line, and these dots if joined by a 
continuous curve form a figure of eight with 
the noon mark dividing its length, and once 
made; by observations in any one year (or 
calculations such as an astronomer could 

e), year after year the dial will give clock 
Bae accurately, though the observer mark- 
ing the spots may know nothing of mathe- 
matics or astronomy. And few noons may 
be dotted, as during January, April, August, 
December, affording enough shadow spots to 
join by the continuous figure of eight line. 

Once made, clock noon may be read direct 
from the dial without other trouble.
